of the political process but he 
is a man concerned about 
bettering conditions in his 
district and state. If that 
were not enough, the very 
genuine concern he felt 
before the September 
primary concerning his 
vulnerability at the polls was 
a clearcut signal to him not to 
take election every two years 
for granted. 

The omens are good that 
Mr. Carter will look at 
Massachusetts problems 
sympathetically. While this 
will be tempered by the fact 
that this is a ‘’safe” state due 
to its overwhelming 
Democratic make-up. Carter 
owes another debt here 
because so many Bay Staters 
played a prominent role in his 
campaign and election. 
Senator Joseph Timilty was 
in charge of Pennsylvania 
with Kennedy loyalist Gerry 
Doherty playing a similar 
role in New York — and those 
two states’ hefty electoral 
votes were instrumental in 
putting Candidate Carter 
over the top. A host of 
academicians, plus members 
of the business community 
like Hub stockbroker Bob 
Goldhammer. were early and 
enthusiastic Carter men, 
with great input as regards 
ideas, strategy, finances, etc. 

Politically, however, Jim¬ 
my Carter has heavy 
allegiances elsewhere and 
these may effectively 
counterbalance much that 
many enthusiastic in¬ 
dividuals now hope the 


President-elect will do for 
this state. 

Nobody can overlook that 
Jimmy Carter is a Souther¬ 
ner, born and bred. His 
primary allegiance is to that 
region, an allegiance that 
cannot help but be 
strengthened by the fact that 
Southerners make up the 
single most powerful base of 
political power in 
Washington. 

In recent years, the Sun 
Belt states have become the 
“haves” while the once 
powerful Northeastern states 
grimace under the unfamiliar 
“have-not" role. Any effort 
to redress this dramatically 
will be resisted by the 114 
Democratic senators and 
representatives from the 
South — to many of whom 
Speaker O Neiil will be 
“owing" both for his election 
to that post and for programs 
he must sheperd through 
Congress. 

An important signal from 
the Carter Administration 
might well be the decision on 
the Fort Devens issue. A 
decision on that will be 
forthcoming next Spring, and 
early on Speaker O'Neill will 
have a golden chance to 
determine whether Carter's 
pronounced sensitivity to the 
“special needs” of this 
quadrant of the nation was 
sincere. 

Bay Staters can take 
assurance from one thing, 
and count on that, but no 
more. And that is the 
political retribution launched 
against this state by Presi¬ 
dent Nixon definitely is gone. 
When all is said and done, if 
Massachusetts gets merely 
even-handed treatment in the 
next four years, she will be 
ahead of the game. That will 
be genuine improvement. 


Gov. Wanls To "Hold The Line" 


On Medicaid Costs 


Suggested Christmas mail¬ 
ing deadlines for domestic 
parcels and letter mail have 
been advanced because of an 
exceptionally high mail 
volume, according to 
Agawam Postmaster Robert 
R. DeForge. 

The suggested Christmas 
mailing deadline is now 
December 3 for domestic 
parcels and December 10 for 
letter mail and greeting 
cards intended for delivery 
by Christmas. 

“The impact of greatly in¬ 
creased mail volumes 
generated by the 15-state 
United Parcel Service strike 
in the East and South, and its 
residual effect on other parts 


of the country compels us to 
ask the public to mail even 
earlier than normal,’’ 
DeForge said. 

Parcel volume has already 
more than doubled in the 
strike area and is up 
significantly nationwide, and 
letter mail is also on the in¬ 
crease, according to Post¬ 
master DeForge. 

He said that while letter 
mail will continue to receive 
priority treatment, the in¬ 
crease in mail from the 
general public, on top of the 
unprecedented business mail 
volume generated by the 
strike, could result in the use 
of many postal facilities nor¬ 


mally dedicated to letter 
mail to prevent an un- 
managable backlog of 
parcels. 

“I strongly urge the public 
to deposit. parcels by 
December 3 and letters and 
greeting cards by December 
10 to assure they are 
delivered by Christmas,’’ 
DeForge said. 

Suggested mailing dates 
for international mail are un¬ 
changed, but customers are 
also urged to deposit 
overseas packages and 
greetings immediately, and 
to send them by airmail if 
they want to assure delivery 
by Christmas.

I 
want to tell you today, as 
forcefully as I know how to 
tell you. that there is no way I 
can approve that increase."

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Our national security is deeply 
involved in the Korean penin¬ 
sula. Our relationship with 
Japan depends in part upon our 
military presence in South 
Korea, because the Japanese 
would feel threatened if North 
Korea took over the entire penin¬ 
sula. 

So developments that under¬ 
mine the friendly relationship 
between the American people 
and South Korea are not only 
damaging to the government of 
South Korea but also disturbing 
to American security interests. 

One such development is the 
repression practiced inside 
South Korea by the regime of 
President Park Chung Hee. On 
Aug. 28 harsh prison sentences 
were given to 18 prominent South 
Koreans, including a former 
president of the country, for 
criticizing the government. This 


runs counter toU.S. policy based 
on democracy and freedom. 

Another disturbing develop¬ 
ment is the allegation that 
agents of the South Korean gov¬ 
ernment have given bribes to 
U.S. congressmen to influence 
U.S. attitudes toward the Park 
regime. 

Our government should pursue 
its investigation into this matter 
in this country and disclose the 
findings. And we should caution 
President Park against destroy¬ 
ing democracy in his country. 

President-elect Carter has 
said he would remove, in care¬ 
fully staged withdrawals, most 
of our troops from South Korea. 
But the American people will 
continue to support military 
assistance to South Korea, 
unless the South Korean govern¬ 
ment turns them off by its 
actions at home and abroad.

Peru trying to buy trouble 


Peru’s apparent decision to 
buy 36 swept-wing supersonic 
aircraft from the Soviet Union is 
disturbing. Foreign Minister 
Jose de la Puente has all but con¬ 
ceded the intent to purchase, dis¬ 
missing political implications by 
saying: “Planes have no 
ideology or flag.” 

He is wrong. The proposed sale 
would be the first by the Rus¬ 
sians to a continental Latin 
American country. De la Puente 
said Peru sought offers from 
other suppliers, but received an 
excellent price and credit 
proposal from the Soviets. The 
Russians asked low down pay¬ 
ments and offered long-term 
loans. 

As surely as night follows day 
the Soviet influence would follow 
the Soviet jets into Peru. Soviet 


help would be required to keep 
them in the air and a supply 
pipeline would have to be opened 
to Russia for parts. 

Additionally, the introduction 
of Soviet jets in Peru would 
greatly trouble Peru’s neigh¬ 
bors, particularly Chile and 
Brazil, because it would upset 
the military power balance. 

If Peru buys the Soviet air¬ 
craft, it will have a bear by the 
tail, unable to let go. It is not in 
Peru’s self interest to tie itself to 
the Soviet Union. 

It is in the interest of the 
United States and other Latin 
American nations to discover 
why Peru feels it has to have an¬ 
other generation of advanced 
weapons, and remove the causes 
of the fear.

SPORTSMEN’S 

CORNER

Christmas came early for 
Mass, sportsmen when the 
Governor changed his mind 
and signed the supplemental , 
budget that had included in it 
the Restoration of the Inland 
Fisheries and Wildlife Fund. 

If the fund had not been , 
restored an estimated one 
million dollars would have 
been lost to the sportsmen. 

Sportsmen were un¬ 
derstandably upset since they 
pay for most of the operating 
costs of the agency. The 
“Fish and Game Fund” was 
established by the 
Legislature in 1948 and since 
that time the sportsmen have 
contributed over $40 million 
to the fund. In the last five 
years their annual contribu¬ 
tion has been between two 
and three million dollars. 
These funds have purchased 
and developed lands, ac¬ 
quired accesses to rivers and 
streams, and provided 
research funds to study and 
manage fresh water fisheries 
and wildlife resources. 

As of Jan. 1, 1977, year- 
round fishing begins. With 
respect to warm water fish 
all minimum length and creel 
limits remain the same. With 
respect to trout fishing on all 
waters the creel limit will be 
THREE FISH for that period 
extending from the last Sun¬ 
day in October to the Satur¬ 
day preceding Patriots’ day 
after which the creel limit in¬ 
creases to SIX TROUT per 
day in lakes and ponds. 

The 1976 black bear season 
opens in the western coun¬ 
tries of Berkshire, Franklin, 
Hampshire, Hampden, and 
Worcester on Nov. 15 at 6:30 
a.m. and closes on November 
20 at 5:00 p.m. 

Bears may be hunted only 
with rifles .23 calibre or 
larger or with bow and 
arrows (bow must have a pull 
of 40 lbs. or more). All bear 
hunters must have a permit 
issued by the director and if 
successful must present the 
entire carcass of the bear in 
person to an official checking 
station within 24 hours. 

Permits may be requested 
by writing to the Permit Sec¬ 
tion, Div. of Fisheries and 
Wildlife, Government 
Center, 100 Cambridge St., 
Boston, 02202.

Turning Old Jars 
Into iew Planters 


by Andrea Gallano Lemme 

I raise many varieties of house plants and found that most 
of my friends were always looking for a cutting. Instead of 
just giving them a cutting wrapped in tin foil, I decided to add 
a little of my own handy-craft to them, and found them ideal 
for gifts for any occasion. Making old jars into new planters 
was not only fun but the children could join in. Great time for 
rainy days. 

MATERIALS NEEDED: 

Old jars and bottles 

Soup of flour and water 

Newspaper torn or cut into strips 

Paint — enamels work well, but you may use poster paint 
then spray with clear lacquer. 

DIRECTIONS: 

1. Make a soupy mache paste of flour and water and dip in 
the strips of newspaper. 

2. Wrap them around the bottle until it is completely 
covered. Do the bottom last. 

3. When completely dry (about 2 days) paint. 

The tall soda bottles make terrific vases. To make a jar 
suitable for potting plants fill the bottom of the jar with small 
stones before adding your potting soil and cutting.

A CHANGING WORLD 

Gov. Ella Grasso, 
tough and shrewd

HARTFORD, Conn. — The 
first woman in America 
elected governor strictly on 
her own had been in her office 
since 7 a.m. It now was 9 and 
she was enthusiastic about 
the accomplishments during 
two hours of undisturbed 
work. 

“These have been my 
‘planning’ hours,” Connecti¬ 
cut Gov. Ella Grasso said. 
“Now I have a day full of 
meetings, and for you to 
come all the way from Cali¬ 
fornia to see me — that’s 
most interesting.” 

Ella Grasso is halfway 
through her first term, and 
the reviews are mixed. She 
knows this well but she is de¬ 
termined on her course, she 
wants at least one more term. 

She is shrewd in planning to 
achieve this aim. 

Her state is in shaky finan¬ 
cial condition. She rejects the 
blame for this, puts the curse 
on a situation she said she in¬ 
herited from a Republican 
governor — and the GOP dis¬ 
agrees. She tried to get state 
employes to work five more 
hours a week to make the 
state solvent but an unruly 
state Legislature turned her 
down. She tried to transfer 
cigarette tax income from a 
sacrosanct veterans’ aid fund 
into the state’s general fund 
and again the Democratic- 


controlled Legislature said 
no. These moves would have 
saved the state $37 million. 

She fired over 500 state em¬ 
ployes to save money and has 
reaped noisy but minority 
abuse for this. She has ap¬ 
pointed 78 women to respon¬ 
sible state jobs — but is criti¬ 
cized by women’s lib mili¬ 
tants for not doing enough for 
her own sex. 

She is criticized, too, for 
what some call sloppy dress 
and appearance not befitting 
her high position. 

All in all, one might think 
Ella Grasso has done every¬ 
thing possible to defeat her 
ambition to serve a second 
term and perhaps graduate to 
higher position in national of¬ 
fice. However, this woman is 
no fool. She came from what 
once was a mill town (Wind¬ 
sor Locks), made it big in the 
schools of the rich, served in 
the state House of Represent¬ 
atives, as Connecticut’s sec¬ 
retary of state and in Con¬ 
gress. 

She knows her politics and, 
while she won’t admit it, she 
may be following the lead of a 
onetime mentor, Sen. A. A. 
Ribicoff, even Vice President 
Nelson Rockefeller. As gov¬ 
ernors, both Ribicoff and 
Rockefeller got rid of the bad 
news early in their terms, 
then spent the latter two 
years of each term serving up 
goodies to the voters. 

Gov. Grasso will not ac¬ 


knowledge such self-serving 
strategy but she has her 
share of alibis and also a 
philosophical explanation re¬ 
garding her problems. 

“I am frustrated,” she said 
in her office of frayed furni¬ 
ture and generally austere 
surroundings, “by the limita¬ 
tions of a sagging economy. I 
looked forward, after the first 
half year of 1975 to brighter 
things but the economy be¬ 
trayed us. 

“I have had to make some 
painful choices. It has been 
tough but everybody has co¬ 
operated, even the state em¬ 
ployes (many of the ex-em¬ 
ployes might disagree) and 
we are now finding some 
small surpluses. It is my hope 
that these gains will be sus¬ 
tained so we can move to¬ 
ward implementing some of 
our other programs.” 

The governor describes her 
creed as “to serve and to do.” 
She feels she has made prog¬ 
ress “but I feel thwarted by 
fiscal handicaps Connecticut 
has faced.” 

Fifty-six-year-old Ella 
Grasso has her problems — 
getting rid of an $80 million 
deficit, 9.5 per cent unem¬ 
ployment and the bitter talk 
of women’s libbers, dis¬ 
gruntled state employes and 
the state’s ultra-liberals. 

However, she has had 24 
years experience in elective 
politics, she knows where 
she’s going, is determined to 
get there and has an optimis¬ 
tic attitude. 

“I feel very lucky,” she 
said, “and if there is any epi¬ 
taph I’d like on my grave¬ 
stone it would be, ‘She was 
blessed.’”

President-elect Jimmy Carter recently asked fifteen 
top congressional leaders to help him regain a Presi¬ 
dent’s former power to reorganize the federal bureau¬ 
cracy. 

The electorate clearly gave Carter a mandate to re¬ 
organize the federal bureaucracy; that was one of his 
major campaign appeals. Congress can now do no less 
than vote him the power to make that effort. 

Congress and various committee chairmen, of course, 
have much vested power in the various departments 
and agencies of the federal bureaucracy. Leaders of 
the 95th Congress must be willing-obeying the No¬ 
vember 2nd mandate—to give up some special-interest 
influence and power. 

Many doubt whether Carter can successfully reduce 
the bureaucracy in any event, under any circumstances. 
It is powerful, entrenched and protected bylaws against

standardization of NATO weapons. 

The Army is still somewhat behind the British and 
Germans in its thinking on the gun-proposing that its 
first newtanks be equipped with a 105 millimeter. T he 
theory is that high velocity will make it as effective 
as the 120 millimeter the Germans, British and Rus¬ 
sians have adopted. As with the A-10 aircraft gun, the 
theory is as yet only theory. 

The Army should have bought Leopard tanks a year 
or two ago and one hopes foot-dragging about the 
bigger gun will soon be ended. At. least the Army’s 
new tank will have a turret capable of mounting either. 

One suspects the Leopard 2 is still the best tank, 
and considering all the military hardware bought from 
the U.S. by Germany, it remains poor policy that the 
Army didn’t buy an initial order of Leopards until it 
could begin production of its compatible model. 

Federal Pay 

Once again we fire hearing groans about the alleged 
low level of federal pay. The latest confused thinking 
comes in editorial in the New York Times-usually 
better informed on its subjects. 

The argument is advanced that Jimmy Carter and 
Congress must quickly raise federal pay scales, lf- 
bet.ter still—President Ford doesn’t do so. 

The argument for higher bureaucratic pay is the 
weakest imaginable. Editors in the highly-paid, rare 
atmosphere of the New York Times editorial board 
might noi know it., nor politicians and judges and others 
on fat federal salaries. 

But the truth is today-and recent studies prove it- 


that federal pay is higher than private pay, in most 
jobs. Money is not the proper lure for government of¬ 
ficials anyhow. The idea is that one serves his country. 

The trouble with the armed services today, the rea¬ 
son this nation can’t currently afford the weapons nec¬ 
essary to keep abreast of Russia’s military growth, is 
that we are paying excessive salaries to military per¬ 
sonnel. The unpopularity of the Vietnam war reduced 
enlistments and panicked the government into estab¬ 
lishing high money incentives for military-service. 

It should be duty and privilege to serve for young 
people—at. low pay. With that system, which young peo¬ 
ple would understand if explained properly-we could 
maintain U.S. arms parity and reduce the defense 
budget. 

Civil servants enjoy many luxuries and securities 
private employes do not generally have. Proof of this, 
and the sufficient level of federal pay, is that govern¬ 
ment agencies regularly hire personnel away from pri¬ 
vate employers. 

At a time when the budget is already heavily in the 
red, the call for higher federal pay levels is foolhardy 
and worse. _
